Of 1720 


In the struggle for empire 
br- 
twren France and Spain 
in 
the 
new world, few' events stand out 
more 
dramatically 
than 
the 
massacre of the Spanish Caravan 
which took place at the hands of 
the Pawnees on 
the 
plains 
of 
Nebraska August 18, 172(1. As a 
result of this historic event, Spain 
was definitely 
eliminated 
from 
ancient 
Quivirn 
and 
the 
first 
French military post established 
in what is now' Missouri. 
Many conflicting stories exist of 
this famous expedition which 
is 
considered by historians to have 
been a mov^ by the 
Spanish 
to 
thwart the French in the 
upper 
Mississippi valley. 
According to 
ear ly sources, the Spanish launch­ 
er! the expedition with 
the 
in­ 
tention of establishing a perman­ 
ent settlement and of extermin­ 
ating the Missouri*, Indian allies 
of the French. 
Instead, the car­ 
avan, on arriving at its destina­ 
tion. mistook the 
Missouri* 
for 
friendly Usages, confided in them 
their malign purpose 
and 
were 
slaughtered to a man 
with

of

Bossu. whose account 
was

accepted, 
states that the caravan numbered 
1500 men, women and 
children.

Professor John B. Dunbar

count of this Spanish caravan, or.

Villazur expedition. Though Pro­ 
fessor Dunbar’s findings estimate 
the numbers of the Spanish Car­ 
avan at but forty, his story is no 
less dramatic and fruitful of his­ 
torical significance.

October, in the northern part ten 
days earlier while in the south­ 
ern part ten days later. 
If bush

could bo expected. 
Other things being equal, it is 
usually better to plant the earlier 
maturing varieties in the fall gar­ 
den.
